PLO Faction Opposing Arafat 
Takes Over 6 Supply Depots

DAMASCUS — Tensions within 
Yasser Arafat’s el-Fatah organiza- 
tion sharpened Sunday after rene- 
gade Palestinians were reported to 
have taken control of six supply 
depots in Syria. 

The opposing sides in the deep- 
ening dispute within Fatah gave 
conflicting accounts oF the take- 
over of the six centers in the 
Damascus area Saturday after- 
noon. A statement by the" WAFA 
news agency, which is loyal to Mr. 
Arafat, said "alien armed ele- 
ments” had seized them, while a 
rebel spokesman asserted that their 
commanders had simply joined the 
mutiny against the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization chairman. 

The incident aggravated a run-

French Protest 
Is Said to Snag

WILLIAMSBURG. Virginia — 
President Ronald Reagan and the 
leaders of six other major industri- 
alized democracies hit a snag in 
their summit meeting Sunday when 
the French objected to a strong 
statement supporting deployment 
of medium- range nuclear weapons 
in Europe, U.S. and European 
sources said. 

Although the major topics in the 
morning session of the ointh annu- 
al economic summit conference 
were supposed to deal with eco- 
issues, the discussion turned 
to the planned placement of 572 
cruise and Pershing-2 missiles in 
Europe beginning in December. 

A European source, speaking on 
condition that he not be identified, 
sold the French opposed a strong 
statement supporting the deploy- 
ment. Such a statement was viewed 
as support for Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher of Britain, who is in 
the midst of a general election cam- 
paign in which her support for the 
missile deployment has been an is- 
sue.

DAMASCUS — Syrian Of ficiate 
and Western diplomats here be- 
lieve there is no likelihood that 
President Hafez al- Assad mil ac- 
cept the Israeli-Lebanese security 
agreement and withdraw his troops 
from Lebanon. 

At the same time, many Arab 
and Western diplomats agree that

WASHINGTON — Britain,

[The Pentagon denied Sunday 
that the three countries had asked 
the United States to produce a neu- 
tron artillery shell, Reuters report- 
ed from Washington.

As with other neutron weapons, 
the Europeans want the new shells 
to be stored in the United States 
until the military situation requires 
them or the political situation al- 
lows them to be transported to Eu- 
rope, according to government 
sources. 

Although proponents of neutron 
weapons say these arms would be 
less destructive than nuclear shells 
now deployed in Western Europe. 
European public opinion has been 
strongly opposed to them. 

The administration is launching 
a new push for congresaonal ap- 
proval of the I55mm shefl. tbe 
third type of neutron weapon and 
one it plans to acquire in the larg- 
est numbers. Of the first two types, 
both rqected by the three allies, 
about 300 Lance missil e warheads 
have been built and stored, and 
production of about 1,000 8-inch 
neutron shells is under way. 

Last week, the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget sent congres- 
sional appropriations committees 
an amendment to the fiscal 1984 
budget request adding 547.5 mil- 
lion to help prepare for production 
of the 155mm shell. In its letter, ac- 
cording to congressional sources, 
the budget office said the neutron 
shell was being produced “for 
eventual deployment in Europe.” 

For the last two years. Congress 
has turned down production funds. 
One sticking point has been the 
cost — more than $1 million apiece 
— and another is growing congres- 
sional opposition to short-range 
battlefield systems (hat Europeans 
do not want stored or used on their 
territory.

Tbe official 
peace council centers its activities 
on countering (he North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization's plans to de- 
ploy medium-range nuclear mis- 
siles in Western Europe. 


Some of the Jena group 
appeared on West Berlin television 
last week and vowed to keep up the 
fight for pan-European disarma- 
ment and to back the East German 
movement from outride. 

Friends of the Jena peace cam- 
paigners said there bad been an 
unofficial demonstration in the city 
during an official peace rally last 
weekend. 

Several dozen young paofists 
carried banners with slogans in- 
cluding “swords into plowshares” 
and “renounce the use of force,’’ 
phrases setting them apart from of- 
ficial banners mostly attacking 
NATO policies, the friends report- 
ed.

Rhine, Moselle Valleys 
Hit by Record Flooding

COLOGNE — Cold, muddy 
waters isolated towns, knocked 
out power and ravaged vineyards 
Sunday in West Germany’s worst 
flooding in decades. 

Hundreds of homes and shops 
were inundated in the second ma- 
jor flood in hardy six weeks and 
the third this year. Damage was 
still bong assessed but was esti- 
mated in the milli ons of marks. 

Dark clouds hung over the 
country Sunday, but weather 
forecasters said the worst was 
over after a week of relentless 
rains. 

At least 1 1 deaths were blamed 
on the Hooding, including those 
of six persons killed when an ex- 
press train hit a mudslide and 
jumped the tracks last week out- 
side Cologne, 

Cologne's Old Town district 
was turned into a “little Venice” 
on Sunday as the murky Rhine 
River reached a record level of 


9.9 meters (32fc feet), breaking 
the 9.84-meter mark set April 13. 

Conditions were even worse in 
the Rodenknchen district of Col- 
ogne, where “many houses are 
just islands,” said Reinhaid Vogt, 
a Hood control official. 

“But the people arc already ac- 
customed to it and know better 
this lime bow to react" Mr. Vogt 
said. “People are leaving their 
stuff behind They probably 
learned from their experience a 
few weeks ago." 

There were no reports of evacu- 
ation orders, but many residents 
left their homes voluntarily or 
temporarily moved to the upper 
floors of their buildings.

Africans at UN Condemn Pretoria 
On Namibia; Sanctions Unlikely

UNITED NATIONS, New York 
— A long line of African foreign 
ministers and diplomats came to 
the Security Council lost week to 
condemn South Africa and its con- 
trol over South- West Africa (Nami- 
bia).

this week with a resolution that 
calls on Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar to consult South 
Africa and tire guerrillas fighting 
for independence, the South-West 
Africa People's Organization, to 
carry out the council's plan. 

Some Western diplomats said 
they were surprised at the re- 
strained tone that many Africans 
took toward the United States, 
since Washington had not only 
linked the issues of independence 
and the Cubans, but had also taken 
the leading role in negotiations 
with Angola and South Africa.

The Department of Health and 
Human Services agreed to create 
the agency in an accord signed 
Thursday that settled a suit 
brought last December by the En- 
vironmental Defense Fond. The 
fust-year cost of the agency, ap- 
proximately $8 million, is to come 
from the appropriation for the en- 
vironmental fund. 

The fund had charged that, de- 
spite the dear mandate of the legis- 
lation signed into law by President 
Jimmy Carter in 1980, the Reagan 


administration had failed to create 
the agency or cany out Its duties. 
These du ties induce establishing a 
registry of people exposed to tone 
substances, creating a list of con- 
taminated areas, and providing 
medical care and testing services 
during public health emergencies. 

A spokesman at the Centers for 
Disease Control in Atlanta said the 
new agency was actually created 
there sevml weeks ago in anticipa- 
tion of the legal agreement.

Strange Arms Control 


JERUSALEM — Israel and Syria 
J could be on the verge of war. 


The people who brought you the biggest tax 
cut ever as an exercise in revenue raising now 
present: the biggest American missile ever as 
an exercise in arms control. 

Orwellian, says Senator Mark Hatfield. A 
hoax, says Senator Alan Cranston. But listen 
to others who take their paradoxes literally: 

Senator Dan Quayle — “We are voting for 
MX and for arms control." 

Senator Aden Specter — “My vote is a ten- 
tative vote. It is based on what the president 
does on arms reduction.’' 

Senator Charles Mathias — “I am reluctant- 
ly willing to agree" but the administration 
“must produce some evidence that it is willing 
to adopt a new arms con ho! strategy." 

Senator Nancy Kassebaum — “If I could 
vote with my bean, I would vote againsL 
But ... I see it, hopefully, as leverage with the 
Russians in arms 000001'’ 

What are they talking about? Well, they in- 
tend to stop further funding of the MX if the 
Reagan administration makes no convincing 
progress toward a new arms control treaty. 

And bow will building 100 of these missiles, 
with 1,000 warheads, induce the Russians to 
accept U.S. proposals? Well, it should make 
the Russians t hink. The MXs are silo-killers, 
and if America goes on to build several hun- 
dred more they would threaten a first strike 
that could theoretically destroy the Russians’ 
silo-killers before they are fired. 

And what if the Russians therefore decide 
that in a crisis, they had better be the first to 
fire? Well, then the MXs would be siting 
ducks, but maybe by then America will have 
thought up some way to protect them. 

And would not the Russians by then have 
built new weapons to overwhelm such protec- 
tion? Well, if they prefer .accelerating the arms 
race to controlling it, what can America do? 

It could build mobile angle-warhead mis- 


siles that the Russians could never hope to 
knock out in a single blow. WeD, the president 
is for that, too. and will soon change his arms 
control proposals to make it possible. 

So why bother with the MX? Well, he feels 
weak entering negotiations with missiles that 
look so much smaller than the Russians*. 

But aren’t the Russians worried enough 
about the new cruise and Trident missiles to 
want to make a deal? Well, actually they fear 
them more than the MX, and for good reason. 

So bow does the MX promote arms control? 
Well, Mr. Reagan wants it so badly it can be 
used as an inducement to make him negotiate. 

Incredible as it sounds, that is now the poli- 
cy of a decisive faction of Congress, which is 
desperately searching for ways actually to 
measure die president’s promised conversion 
on arms control. Although we don’t think 
much of its tactics, we can suggest some ways: 

First, press the president to appoint an ex- 
perienced arms control coordinator to serve in 
the White House and thus overcome the lack 
of cabinet expertise on the subject, ft should 
be someone like Gen. Brent Scowcroft, who 
commands the confidence or the president. 
Congress and key Soviet officials. 

Second, ask for evidence that this coordina- 
tor has been encouraged to re-establish infor- 
mal communication between the president 
and top Soviet leaders. A good deal of private 
mikin g is needed to overcome suspicions and 
to define promising areas for bargaining. 

Third, lie MX development to an agreed 
schedule of negotiation, and then let key 
congressmen serve on the negotiating teams 
to appraise the progress. 

Is that a way for Congress to extract a ma- 
ture policy from the executive branch? Well, 
people who raise spending and lower taxes to 
eliminate a defid! are capable of anything.

The precarious situation of the Third World 
debtor countries is also on everyone's list But 
dealing with that would bring up the Lricky 
question of mounting protectionism among 
the industrial countries. It would also 
highlight the need for lower U.S. interest rales 
to reduce the strain of debt service on the de- 
veloping nations, put the dollar on a more rea- 
sonable basis vis-a-vis other currencies and 
provide a stronger US lead for worldwide re- 
covery. But that of course, would bring up the 
issue of the U.S. budget deficit, which Presi- 
dent Reagan would rather not talk about 

Japanese Prime Minister Nakasone would 
like to rebut his country’s image as the bad 
boy of world trade. He might point out that 
much of Japan’s competitiveness arises not 
from government subsidies, but from the disti- 
pline of its workers, the creativity of its indus- 


trial designers and its superior control over 
domestic inflation. He might also note that he 
would like to stimulate Japanese domestic 
consumption and de-emphasize foreign mar- 
kets, but this would require further reducing 
Japanese interest rates. And as long as other 
countries' interest rates stay high, to do so 
would simply devalue the yen and make Japa- 
nese exports still more competitive. 

Then there is the matter of the millions of 
unemployed people in Europe and the United 
States. It is on everyone’s mind, but no one 
knows what to do about it except join hands 
and pray for world economic recovery. 

There is of course a strong element of un- 
predictability about any meeting at which the 
leaders of the Western World sit down to talk. 
Perhaps the 4,000 or so media people gathered 
there wfll find more of interest to report than 
the charm of Williamsburg’s idealized view of 
the American colonial past or the quality of 
the sboofly pie and deep-fried hush puppies. 
Bui for all the hype, economic summits have 
value beyond their immediate outcome. They 
are an occaaon for the leaders of the West to 
educate and remind themselves that the conse- 
quences of their domestic polities now extend 
well beyond their own borders.

J could be on the verge of war.

To give his opposition to tbe 1s- 
radi-Lebanese treaty credibility. 
President Hafez ai-Assad has been 
backing his bellicosity with move- 
ments on the ground. He has bol- 
stered Ins fences on the Golan 
Heights and injected additional bri- 
gades into Lebanon. The Syrian ci- 
vilian population is being put 
through a series of civil-guard exer- 
cises, and there has been a signifi- 
cant call-up of reserves. 

Syrian-Soviet coordination has 

become much tighter. There are So- 
viet advisers attached to a Syrian 
division, currently conducting large- 
scale maneuvers on the Golan 
Heights, and with Syrian units in 
Lebanon. In addition to the two So- 
viet-manned missile sites north of 
Damascus, Syria has made exten- 
sive port facilities in the Mediter- 
ranean available (o the Soviet navy. 

Incidents on the cease-fire line 
separating Israeli and Syrian forces 
in Lebanon have been oh the rise. 

Israeli experts say that, logically, 
Mr. Assad could not want a war 
now, with Syria so isolated in the 
Arab world and with both the Unit- 
ed States and world opinion so 
firmly behind Israel 
They say that Mr. Assad has 
nothing to gain from war. He 
knows that, in this war, he will have 
to face Israel alone, perhaps with 
marginal Soviet help but with no 
hope of support from Jordan, Iraq, 
Egypt or Saudi Arabia. 

To face Israel alone with Israeli 
cannon currently deployed less than 
20 miles from Damascus cannot be 
a warming prospect for Mr. Assad 
and his mili tary advisers. 

But in the Middle East logic is 
best put aside and the worst pre- 
sumed. This, anyway, has been the 
maxim that has guided Israeli stra- 
tegic planners in the handling of 
the current conflict.

The Peace Road Goes to Damascus 


W ASHINGTON — Soviet sup- 
port of Syria has become a 


VV port of Syria has become a 
measure of superpower credibility. 
With the exception of Southern 
Yemen — which is widely perceived 
in tbe Arab world as something be- 
tween a sovereign state and a Rus- 
sian naval base — Syria is the main 
Soviet ally in the Middle East. 

If Moscow were to abandon Da- 
mascus, there could be only one 
conclusion — that, as distasteful as 
American proposals are to the Ar- 
abs, they are the only game in town. 

As for the Syrians, they are no- 
body's puppets. They have a tempo- 
rary coincidence of interest with the 
Soviet Union in preventing a politi- 
cal victoty for the United States 
and Israel in Lebanon. 

What are the Syrians’ motives? 

First, Damascus does nor want to 
be taken for granted. President 
Hafez al-Assad has not been in- 
volved in the negotiations about 
withdrawal from Lebanon, and 
there is a general feeling in Da- 
mascus that the United Slates has 
long treated it too casually. 

Second. Syrian prestige suffered 
even more than the Soviet Union’s 
during the invasion of Lebanon, 
and Mr. Assad is determined to 
prove that Syria is not a paper tiger. 

Finally Syrian leaders are not 
about to accept an agreement that 
does not address their fundamental 
territorial and security concerns — 
above all a guarantee that Lebanon 
wiB not be dominated by Israel 

Neither tbe Soviet Union nor 
Syria will gain from another war. 
Despite an impressive flow of Sovi- 
et military hardware and personnel 
into Syria, Israel would almost cer- 
tainly come out on top. 

Israel is also anxious to avoid

new military conflict in Lebanon. 

Neither superpower is prepared 
for another Israeli-Syrian war. Both 
Jerusalem and Damascus have con- 
siderable leverage over their par 
irons, and it may be impossible for 
Ihe superpowers to control them.

TOKYO — Despite the efforts of the Govern- 
ment to restrict newspaper correspondents to 
the official reports which picture the opera- 
tions in Corea as being confined to insignifi- 
cant engagements resulting in small losses, the 
Japanese papers publish despatches from 
Seoul and other Corean points which indicate 
that the conditions in Corea are far from 
promising.

PARIS — Business virtually stood still in 
France for three hours when owners of com- 
mercial and industrial concerns locked their 
doors and puBed their shutters, grouped to 
protest against the government tax program. 
The shutdown from 2 to 5 o’docfc [on May 29] 
was considered almost 100 percent universal 
in Paris. In a resolution voted in every import- 
ant town in France, the businessmen attacked 
unbalanced budgets as the source and origin 
of inflation and called upon the government 
to effect economies by suppressing all un- 
necessary state services.

Article 12 of tbe Virginia BtQ of 
Rights, signed in Williamsburg on 
June 16, 1776, stated that “the Free- 
dom of the Press is one of tbe great 
bulwarks of Liberty, and can never 
be restrained but by despotick gov- 
ernments.” This was written by 
George Mason of Stafford County. 
Virginia, and was the model for the 
first article of the national Bill of 
Rights. But it never occurred to . 
George that 207 years later another 
British official would be over- 
whelmed by a plague of journalists. 

There were more reporters in Wil- 
liamsburg than British soldiers at the 
siege of Virginia during the War of 
Independence. We don’t cover the 
news these days, we smother it, even 
when there is very tittle news. 

Accordingly, some officials are 
now calling for freedom from the 
press, and others are suggesting tbe 
abolition of these diplomatic extrava- 
ganzas. We ought to be able to do a 
bttle better than lhaL - 
The annual summit meetings of 
the leaders of the free industrial na- 
tions have their uses. The leaders get 
to know one another better, which is 
usually, but not always, a good thing. 
They get to compare then miseries, 
which is a consolation, and if they 
can agree, for example, to avoid poli- 
cies that will hurt tbeir countries, 
they are likely to tty to do so, know- 
ing (hey will have to explain next 
year if they don't. 

The trouble is that while they cry 
for secrecy, they also want publicity 
— secrecy on disagreements, publici- 
ty on agreements and a good impres- 
sion among the voters back home. 

President Reagan, this year's host, 
has sought to reconcile these contra- 
dictions by introducing shirt-sleeve 
informality to the occasion.

The High- Stakes Race to Cure Herpes

NEW YORK — The ILS. pharmaceutical 
industry has mounted a huge effort to find 
treatments and possibly a cure for genital 
hopes, a venereal disease afflicting miTK ons 
of Americans and spreading rapidly. 

For pharmaceutical companies, the herpes 
epidemic presents the potential of a big new 
market Analysts say that virtually every ma- 
jor drug maker is focusing part ofits research 
on vaccines, medications or diagnostic proce- 
dures to combat the disease. 

While hopes rarely threatens the life of 
otherwise healthy adults, the problem is vast 
because of the number infected — as many as 
20 million Americans may' have tbe disease 
— the psychological trauma that the disease 
often creates ana the far more serious 
ft poses when transmitted to newborn 
dren or victims of cancer, heart disease or 
other ailments. . 

Those who contract herpes can now expect 
to. cany the virus for life, although not all 
carriers suffer recurrences. 

Some of the leading companies in the field 
indude Merck, at wen on a herpes vaccine; 
Burroughs Wellcome, which has introduced a 
treatment, and Synlex, which is develi 
new diagnostic procedures. Others, h 
Hoffmann-La Roche and Schering-Plough 
are using ' advanced forms of genetic engi- 
neering in search of what some scientists be- 
lieve may ultimately provide a core. 

For those carrying the herpes virus, tbe 
broad corporate search for medications has 
provided little immediate relief. In inter- 
views, more than a dozen experts in the field, 
including doctors, dwiirimM and drug com- 
y officials, said that a cure might never be 
and that vaccines or medications that 
would stop the disease from spreading might 
be years away.

5 Banks in U.S. 

Are Closed Down, 
Sold to 3 Others

NEW YORK — Tennessee and 
federal banking regulators have 
closed five h anks controlled by the 
brothers Jake and C.H. Butcher Jr. 
And. in a deal worked out in 
Washington, the banks have been 
sold to three other Tennessee 

banks. 

W illiam Isaac, chairman of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp„ 
the federal agency that oversees 
state banks, said Friday that all 
five Tennessee books would reopen 
on Tuesday under new manage- 
ment and that no depositors, in- 
sured or uninsured, would lose any 
money. 

Federal regulatory offidals 
placed a total value on the five 
banks of $451.9 million, making 
the action the nation's fourth-larg- 
esi commercial bank failure since 
1933. The third biggest was the 
failure earlier this year of the Unit- 
ed American Bank of Knoxville. 
Tennessee, then the cornerstone of 
a network owned by Jake Butcher. 

Mr. Isaac described Friday’s ac- 
tion as a “ripple effect” stemming 
from that failure. The Februaiy 
shutdown of the Knoxville bank, 
after losses of $142 million, “took 
tbe linchpin out of the system” of 
banks controlled by the brothers, 
he said. 


Here are the five banks closed on 
Friday and their new owners: 

• United Southern Bank of 
Nashville, which had about $100.8 
million in deposits and six offices, 
acquired by Union Planters Bank 
of Memphis for $6.5 million. 

• City and County Bank of An- 
derson County, with $143-5 million 
in deposits arid seven offices, ac- 
quired by Third National Corp. of 
Nashville for $4. 1 million. 

• City and County Bonk of 
Knox County. S253.5 million in de- 
posits and 1 1 offices, acquired by 
Third National for $5.5 million. 

• City and County Bank of 
Roane County, with $39.6 million 
in deposits and four offices, ac- 
quired bv Bank of Oak Ridge for 
51.3 million. 

• United American Bank of 
Chattanooga, $122.6 million in de- 
posits and 12 offices, acquired by 
Union Planters for $5 million. 

Four of the banks had been 
owned by C.H. Butcher, leaving 
him with 18 banks in Tennessee 
and Kentucky. The fifth, United 
American Bank of Chattanooga, 
had been controlled by his brother 
Jake until he lost control to outside 
investors. 

The Butchers had asked for time 
to raise new capital to save the 
banks, but their efforts were unsuc- 
cessful.

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Firms Race for a Herpes Cure

would hmnonize people against 
herpes; work on treatments for ini 
fecied patients, and diagnostic pro- 
cedures that would speed identifi- 
cation of the virus. In some cases, 
this research involves advanced 

genefc-engmeering technology, in 

which human prolan is manufac- 
tured outside the body. 

The only hemes drug that has 
cleared the federal government’s 
regulatory procedures is acyclovir, 
which was brought to market in 
March 1982 by Burroughs, theU-S. 
subsidiary of Wellcome Founda- 
tion LtcL, a British company. 

The drug, sold under the trade 
name of Zorivax, is an ointment 
designed to- reduce the duration of 
a patient’s -first genital-herpes in- 


fection, which normally lasts two 
to three weeks. 

Medical experts maintain tha t 
the drag is of limited value to most 
patients because it does not pre- 
vent recurrences. Burroughs esti- 
mated that acyclovir generated 
about S17 million in sales during 
its first year. 

Another major area of herpes re- 
search is aimed at the laboratory 
production, through gcnetic-engi- 
neering technology, of human 
proteins “coded” to attack infec- 
tions inside the body. The prolans 
are called interferon. 

In theory, medical experts say. 
interferon could be the most effec- 
tive treatment for the disease. In 
pure form, if it could be produced 
to distinguish between the dormant 


herpes virus and surrounding nerve 
cells it might also provide a cure. 

Hnff mann -Lfl Roche IflC. and 

Sobering- Rough Corp, which have 
been at work for years on inter- 
feron treatments for cancer, have 
broadened that research to include 
herpes medications. Both compa- 
nies declined to speculate on bow 
long it may be before a herpes in- 
terferon is brought to market. 

Warner Lambert Co, in research 
aimed at another form of herpes 
medication, has begun human tests 
on injectable and ointment forms 
of a drug that it calls Vidarabine. 
Although the results have been in- 
conclusive, the company believes 
that the drug may reduce the fre- 
quency of genital-herpes attacks 
and lessen their severity. -

Treasurer Paul Keating's an- 
nouncement reversed the for- 
mer Liberal government’s 
agreement in principle to let in 
10 foreign banks as recom- 
mended in a 1981 report. 

Mr. Keating said the June 30 
deadline for foreign bank appli- 
cations. which was set by the 
former government.- no longer 
applied.

I N 1749. while the philosopher. Denis Di- 
derat was imprisoned at Vincennes, his 
friend Jean-Jacques Rousseau regularly took 
the long walk from Paris to visit him. Reading 
on the road. Jean-Jacqoes one day saw the 
newspaper announcement of a prize .offered 
for the best answer to the question: “Has the 
progress of the arts and sciences done more to 
corrupt or to purify morals?” He later de- 
scribed his reaction in a famous letter 

M 1 «antc down under one of the trees in- the 
avenue gni ^ passed the next half hour in such a 
state of agitation that when 1 got up I found 
Thar the front of my jacket was wet with teats, 
al thoug h I had no memory of shedding any. Ah 
... if ever J had been able to write down 
what 1 saw and felt as 1 sat under that tree, 
with what clarity would 1 have exposed the 
contradictions of our soda! system, writ what 
force would I have demonstrated all the abases 
of our ingmurions, with what simplicity would 
I have demonstrated that man is naturally 
good, and bas only become bad beca u se of 
those institutions.” 

Thus erupted, from the bitter weUsprings of 
personal experience, the “great and melan- 
choly system" that transformed Rousseau's life 
and revolutionized modem consciousness. The 
resounding negative with which he answered 
the question posed by the Academy of Dijon 
(and won the prize) turned a literary exercise 
into a passionate denunciation of die moral 
and political corruption inherent in civilized 
society. Intellectually, the reactions u> his 
paradoxical diagnosis drove him to probe 
more deeply into the origins and implications 
of the evils of social existence, and to conceive 
of ideal alternatives to them that have never 
ceased to hatxni the modem imagination. He 
did. so in a powerful succession of works that

increasingly set Urn mart . from his friends 
among the would-be reformers <£ xbc Enlight- 
enment. even a& he demolished ihe principles 
of the traditional social order. Exjstentiafly.be 
found himsetf condemned to live out his^ sys- 
tem through increasingly paranoid efforts to 
maintain the independence of a virtuous sdf 
within a corrupt society. Estrangrd both philo- 
sophically ana personally Rousseau therefore 
offered his life. — and'his celebrated autobiog- 
raphy — in evidence for his indictment .of 
modem society. 

And what an amazing life it is. as Maurice 
Cranston presents it in this admirable biogra- 
phy. which is as meticulous, calm, reasonable, 
and judicious as its sulged is passionate and 
tumultuous. This first volume follows the “Cit- 
izen of Geneva” from his unhappy early ydarc 
in that city to his triumphal (out temporay) 

return as a philosopher 40 years later. 

• The road was a tortuous one, inscribed with 
thanes of exile and loss, poverty, htt mil i ali ft n . 
.and displacement- From Calvinist Geneva, 
where Rousseau lost his mother at birth and 
found himself- abandoned by his father before 
he was 10, it led to neighboring Savoy. There, 
survival dictated entry into the bosom of a 
Catholic church always ready to reclaim con- 
verts from the reformed rebghm; Eventually 
Rousseau found himself again obliged to move 
on. tins time to Lyon, to Paris, to Venice, and 
back to Paris. 

Following Rousseau along this road in mar- 
velously compelling detail, Cranston is an 
enormously sympathetic biographer. He Jus 
little indication to blame a subject made- so 
vulnerable by his own “Confessions, ** and still 
less taste fra “the kind of patronizing psycho- 
logical explanation which takes the plaice of 
blame in contemporary deterministic cultnrp." 
He avoids the temptation to ay hypocrite 
against' a philosopher who justified abandon- 
ing five ilfcgitirnate children to the foundling 
hospital by citing the provisions of Plato's 
“Republic” regarding communal education, 
preferring to point instead to the prevaleoce of 
the practice of child abandonment among the 
poor of 18th-century Paris. And while he dpes 
not neglect the complex development of Rous- 
seau’s sexuality, be is perhaps more revealing 
on the importance of the philosopher's passion 
for music — which emerges in this account, as 
one of the fundamental of his life and 

thought 

Cranston leaves Rousseau in 1734, afterihe 
has returned to Geneva to recover the rights to 
citizenship lost upon his conversion to Catboli- 
rism. Restored (rather carnally) to Ins earlier 
faith, feted by fellow citizens now eager (for 
the moment) to reclaim him, the philosopher 
vows to return fra good once be has sa his 
Parisian affairs in order. • 

But the fantasy of belonging is not to.be 
realized: we know that Rousseau is obliged to 
remain in exile, where his greatest works will 
be written and his quarrels with society will 
become yet more latter. We therefore await 
with .anticipation the caoduding volume ‘of 
Cranston's masterly study.

N EW YORK — The hamster 
is loose. The cat's on the 
roof. Jason Robards is home. 
Childrens' drawings adorn the re- 
frigerator, a mower drones across 
the Connecticut lawn. “Fve al- 
ways wanted to be part of a fami- 
ly, says the 60-year-old actor, 
strolling in the spring sun. 

After years of turbulence in his 
personal and professional fives, 
Robards says be has never felt 
better. Many critics and observ- 
ers believe the inner peace that 
the actor says he has found is 
being reflected in his work and 
that he may now be at the peak 
of his powers. He is currently 
demonstrating those powers on 
both stage and screen, starring on 
Broadway in a revival of “You 
Can’t Take It With You" and 
playing major roles in the films 
“Max Dugan Returns” and 
“Something Wicked This Way 
Comes” — in each, to critical ac- 
claim. 

Jose Quintero, who has direct- 
ed Robards in a host of Plays, in- 
cluding Eugene O’Neill's “The 
Iceman Cometh" in 1956, says: 
“When he did his role from The 
Iceman* recently for an O’Neill 
celebration. I realized his stagger- 
ing growth. He is almost without 
ego, surrendering to the material 
an artist in complete command.” 

Ellis Rabb. the director, who is 
working with the actor for the 
fira time in “You Can’t Take ft 
With You,” states flatly: “Jason 
Robards has become the greatest 
American actor of Ins time.” 

Dying on a California highway 
can change a man. It changed 
Robards, who hit the ride of a 
mountain in 1972 in his 
Mercedes, and was somehow re- 
vived after arriving at a hospital 
with no heartbeat. But the change 
was not immediate, so deeply did 
the vein of self-destructiveness 
run. He continued his bouts with 
alcohol with fits of depression 
and with his wife — his fourth. 

Colleen Dewhursi recalls his 
having some difficulty moving it 
through a Wednesday perform- 
ance in 1974 of O^NoU's “A 
Moon for the Misbegotten," and 
that on the following Friday he 
stopped drinking and has never 
touched a drop again. “I believe 
it had something to do with the 
play itself," said Dewfanrst, a

week. He followed this with an 
acclaimed performance on 
Broadway or O’NaU’s “Long 
Day’s Journey Into Night” and 
by the time critics saw him in 
“The Disenchanted,” in which 
his father also appeared, some 
described Robards as the United 
States's finest classical actor 
since John Barrymore. Some of 
those who say that he is now at 
the peak of his powers may have 
forgotten this. 

Robards is writing, at a snail's 
pace, his autobiography, to be en- 
titled “A Curious Friendship," a 
reference to the relationship he 
has had with CTNeflL whom he 
never met. Three times playing 
roles that O’Nefil modeled after 
Jamie, the Nobel Prizewinning 
playwright’s tragic older brother, 
Robards identified numerous 
coincidences in their back- 
grounds and responded by play- 


ing the roles in an inspired fash- 
ion. 

He recalls crying during re-

to their two children, Robards 
had three children (Jason 3d, his 
oldest child at 34, Sarah and Da- 
vid) with his first wife, Eleanore. 
and a son, Sam, with Bacall 
Waiting to go on stage, he 
drinks coffee from a mu g , a gift 
from his only grandchild, 5-year- 
old Kate. 

Robards describes himself as 
“a recovering alcoholic,” bat has 
never been a member of Alcohol- 
ics Anonymous. “I have not had 
a drink in nine years,” he says. 

When he talks of “You Can’t 
Take It With You,” it is often not 
of the Broadway production at 
the Plymouth, but rather the one 
that his children are planning to 
put on in the garage. His part of 
Grandpa has already been given 
to the oldest kid in the neighbor- 
hood, who is 12, so all he is ex- 
pected to do is dean the stuff out 
of the garage and buys ticket.

Terra-Cotta Tourism

"VTAN, China —Once the start- 
mg point for the fabled silk 
road across Aria, Xian is again 
thronged with travelers — but now 
they are tourists pressing to see the 
city's unrivaled historical treasures. 

The rash is causing headaches 
for Xian’s tourist authorities, who 
have had to embark on a crash ho- 
ld-building program, buy fleets of 
Japanese, can and buses, and hur- 
riedly train large numbers of 
guides. 

The dry, 1,165 kilometers (730 
miles) soutbwest of Beijing, was 
dosed to foreigners until , 197$, 
when 5,000 tmblazere were al- 
lowed in to admire the Tang dynas- 
ty pagodas, the temples and the 

inwwimt ' 

Then in October 1979 came the 
event which pul Xian findy on the 
tourist map — the opening to the 
public of the excavated tomb of 
Qin Shi Huang, the e mper or buried 
23 centuries ago. with a guard of 
. 6,000 life-size terra-cotta warriors. 

Discovered in 1974 by. peasants 
digging in a field dose to the burial 
mound of the emperor, the Bad 
dazzled archaeologists. Now a huge 
roof covers - the pit where stand the 
serried ranks of warriors, each indi- 
vidually sculpted. looking as if (hey 
arc about to march out to battle. 

The fame of the ate spread 
quickly. From 21,000 foreign visi- 
tors in 1979, the figure rose to 

81.000 in 1982 and is expected to 
increase by 60 percent ibis year. 
Last month alone more than 

10.000 passed through (he city, 
most of them on package toms 
from the United States, Japan and 
Western Europe. 

Until' last year however, Xian 
boasted only one hold — a grim 
Soviet-style edifice with antiquated 
plumbing. Then the tourist authori- 
ties opened two comfortable mod- 
ern guesthouses, one styled after a 
Tang dynasty palace, to raise the 
number erf hotel rooms in the city 
to 2,000. Two others are almost 
complete and last week an interna- 
tional banking consortium signed a 
SlO-nriUion loan agreement Jar the 
construction of a 600-room hotel 
There are otter problems, as the 
Xian manag e of the Ghina Inter- 
national travel service, Yin Shaozu, 
explained.
